Paris newspapers gave prominent 
display to the disaster Under the 
headline, “The Longest Night In The 
World,’’ Figaro told of “ 12 hours of 
panic, of disorder and pillage in the 
muggy heat of an American summer 
night.’’- 
The Daily Mail of London ran a 
two-page display headlined: “The 
City That Went Berserk In The Dark 
— New York Shuts Down After Night 
Of The Looters ’’ The Daily Mirror 
devoted three pages to the story. 


‘Anarchy in New York as Troopers 
Go In — The Naked City, 
read a 
Daily Express headline. 


The Daily Telegraph told its 
readers: “Looters, Vandals and Ar­ 
sonists Bring Terror to City's 
Millions - 3,000 Held as New York 
Thugs Rampage in Blackout.’ 
In Rome the Paese Sera news­ 
paper quoted correspondent John 
Cappelli as saying, “It seems Iin- 
credible but my only contact with the 
outside world is with you in Rome. 
The batteries of my radio, which has 
kept me company for five hours, 


have worn out and I'm now com­ 
pletely isolated ”

Ann Morrow reported in London s 
Daily Telegraph, “ Traffic was 
chaotic, with members of the public 
trying to help ou t... The stillness and 
the blackness was quite eerie.’’ 
Leslie Hinton of London s Sun 
wrote from New York. 
“It was a night that sorted out the 
good guys and the bad guys in the 
world's most hardboiled city. The 
good guys were everywhere, bring­ 
ing candles to frightened old folks 
and helping hard-pressed cops to 
handle the traffic chaos.

Carter backs no~fault auto insurance 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Carter administration today en­ 
dorsed legislation to establish no­ 
fault auto insurance nationwide, a 
proposal that never before has 
received White House backing. 


“It is time now to enact nofault in­ 
surance legislation,' Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams told the 
Senate Commerce Committee. 


“ Accident victims are entitled to 
an insurance system that is certain, 
comprehensive, timely and fair. We 
must correct the inequities and in- 


efficiencles that have been so 
prevalent,' Adams said. 
Adams cited a T ra n sp o rta tio n 
Department study released last 
month that concluded that nofault 
works in the 16 states that have tried 
it. 
, . 
Adams called a no-fault insurance 
bill by committee chairman Warren 
G. Magnuson, D-Wash , “an excep­ 
tionally well-drawn and sound piece 
of legislation.’’ 
Under no-fault, persons are com­ 
pensated for injuries in car accidents 
regardless of who is to blame. Linder 


the traditional liability system, in­ 
surance companies must determine, 
often through lawsuits, which driver 
is at fault and which insurance com­ 
pany must compensate victims. 


With opposition coming mainly 
from lawyers who handle auto acci­ 
dent cases, no-fault lost in the Senate 
in 1972, 49-46. 
In 1974 the Senate passed nofault 
legislation, 53-42, but the House 
failed to act before Congress 
adjourned. 
Chi a third attempt to pass a no­ 


fault bill, the Senate killed the 
measure, 49-45 in March of last year. 
Magnuson held his first hearings 
on no-fault in 1967 and the result was 
a law ordering a Transportation 
Department study, which eventually 
concluded that the new insurance 
system should be adopted. 
R ecently, the Transportation 
Department said the concept was 
working well in the 16 states that had

The U.S.-led U N Command an­ 
nounced in Seoul it was accepting the 
'offer and asked the communists to 
return the surviving crewmen and 
the three bodies at that time 
There was no indication whether 
the request would be met. 
The North Koreans said today the 
helicopter crew ignored

The highway patrol increased its 
enforcement of commercial carrier 
violations this month because of re­ 
cent traffic surveys which show 
truck accidents during the past 
month increased by as much as * 
per cent in some areas, including the 
valley 
Truck drivers contacted at an (On­ 
tario truck stop were less than 
pleased to learn the “ bears 
had 
taken iq the air 
But they viewed this as just 
another 
form of an occupational 
hazard they face in many states in 
the nation as traffic officers attempt 
to enforce the 85-mile-per-hour speed 
limit 
They claim this speed limit is “im 
possible to comply with because of 
the very nature and design of the big 
IS wheel rigs One driver said the 
trucks are designed to cruise at 68- 
rmlesperhour 
Yet, few of the truckers would 
argue with numerous traffic safety 
studies that show a reduction in U»e 
number of serious accident* because 


of the reduced speeds imposed dur­ 
ing the 1973 energy crisis 
Thev noted, however, that since 
1974 the speeds haw crept upward 
and most motorists are not comply

Jurors will listen to tape 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The jury in the murder retrial 
of Leslie Van Houten has asked to listen to an eight year- 
old tape recording in which a police investigator offered 
her immunity if she would testify against other members 
of the Manson family. 
The request came as the jury was winding up its fifth 
day of deliberations Thursday in the second trial of the 
former follower of Charles Manson 
Miss Van Houten is charged with murder in the deaths 
of Leno and Rosemary LaBianca on Aug. 10. 1969. and 
with conspiracy in the grisly killings of actress Sharon 
Tate and four others the previous night 
The jury has spent nearly 27 hours pouring over evidence 
and listening again to tapes played during the trial. 
The latest tape requested by the Jury is of a conversa­ 
tion between police Sgt. Michael McGann and Miss Van 
Houten shortly after she was arrested. During the 4V*- 
hour conversation, McGann said, “I’m offering you to get 
off on the deal up north and the whole works” if she would 
testify against other family members. 


Watson admits taking trips 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - County Assessor Philip Watson 
confirms that he and his staff have accepted free Las 
Vegas trips, but insists he did not know the trips were 
financed by a company interested in a proposed law 
limiting billboards. 
“ There is no denial that some trips were taken, 
Watson said Thursday in letter to Ed Edelman, chairman 
of the county Board of Supervisors. “The arrangements 
were made by a personal friend, had nothing to do with 
the assessor’s office and we were not aware of his having 
any connection with Ormand Industries.” 
Watson said he did not know his friend. Bill McCook, 
worked for an Ormand subsidiary', Ryan Outdoor adver­ 
tising. 
Watson also noted that “ at the time, the board had not 
adopted conflict-of-interest codes, there were no regu­ 
lations against county employes accepting gifts, nor was 
there any reporting requirement ’ 
Such provisions, required under the California Political 
Reform Act of 1974. took effect Jan. 1, the county 
counsel's office said 
The county Board of Supervisors on Tuesday asked 
three Watson aides if they had received gratuities such as 
the Nevada trips from Ormand. The board also referred 
the matter to the district attorney to review for possible 
criminal activity, a move that Watson has applauded. 


UC investment withdrawal? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Mervyn Dymally. Califor- 
* nia’s black lieutenant governor, is urging the University 
of California to withdraw its investments from companies 
doing business in apartheid South Africa. 
Dymally, a member of the UC regents, is calling for 
public hearings on the proposal before it is taken up by a 
regents’ committee in September 
The proposal, drafted by Dymally. would set a two-year 
timetable for the university to get rid of all stocks, bonds 
and other securities invested in companies doing business 
in the white-supremacist nation 
“The University of California has failed to exercise its 
ownership responsibility,” said Dymally s resolution, 
which described South African apartheid as “ the most 
barbaric system of racial exploitation.” 
The matter was presented to the regents today in a let­ 
ter from Dymally, who is vacationing in his native 
Trinidad. 


Oil tankers and pollution 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A proposed terminal lor 
Alaskan oil tankers in Long Beach could create as much 
air pollution as 2.7 million cars, the Air Resources Board 
says. 
That was one of conclusions of a 61-page study by the 
ARB, which said several major problems need to be over­ 
come before the state will approve the project by Stan­ 
dard Oil of Ohio. 
Sohio says that the Long Beach site provides quickest 
and least expensive way to get its oil from Alaska’s North 
Slope Under Sohio’s plan, the tankers would bring the 
crude oil to Long Beach, where it would be piped to 
Midland. Texas, for refining and marketing throughout 
the Midwest 
The ARB has been studying the proposal for 18 months 
A major hurdle blocking approval of the project has 
been failure of the ARB and Sohio to agree on how many 
existing pollutants Sohio would have to remove from the 
area to compensate for the smog it would create 
The report said the terminal would pour 80,740 pounds 
of hydrocarbons into the atmosphere daily, an amount 
equal to 2.7 million cars. 
Other unresolved issues are the sise of the project and 
whether the state or the federal government will have 
final say so over terminal regulations, the ARB report 
said. 


'Trash bag' suspect freed 


RIVERSIDE, Calif lAP) - David Douglas Hill, one of 
two men orgioaliy charged with the trash bag murders, 
was set free after a grand jury failed to indict him 
Officials said they didn’t know where Hill had gone 
after his release, which came Thursday after the River­ 
side County Grand Jury ruled that evidence was too 
skimpy to indict him 
However, the grand jury did indict Hill’s former room­ 
mate, Patrick Wayne Kearney, on three counts of 
murder Alter his indictment, K< 
ney appeared before 
Riverside Superior Court Judge E. Scott Dales, who set a 
July 28 arraignment date. 
Sheriff s Capt. Roger Denman said Hill, 34, was met by 
his nephew, who left in a car with Hill and a member of 
the public defender s office.

Today is anniversary of busnaping 
Chowchilla doesn't want to talk about it 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (AP) - 
Men in sweaty workclothes and a 
woman In big hair curlers sipped cof­ 
fee at the counter of the Tom- 
myHawk Restaurant, once jammed 
with reporters from across the na­ 
tion. Hardly a word is uttered about 
the alarm that went out one year ago 
today: 26 children and the driver of a 
school bus were kidnaped. 
The story grabbed the world s at­ 
tention, and for a few days media 
command posts made this town buzz 
with activity. 
‘No one talks about it much 
anymore,” waitress Tammy Powell 
tells a visiting reporter on a 
scorching summer day. “You people 
from out of town are more interested 
in it now than we are ” 
Those who think about the case at 
all say they would rather forget it. 
And some think the only people who 
care about the busnaping case are 
reporters who have to cover the 
current pre-trial hearings for three 
defendants. The hearings, recessed 
today, were to resume Monday. 
Jim Dumas was mayor during the 
busnaping. He blames the media for 
prolonging the attention heaped on 
this normally peaceful community of 
4,600. 
“ What do you guys want to come 
back here and stir it ail up for? ’ he 
dem ands. “ I would have ju st 
preferred to let the anniversary day 
pass without any notice what­ 
soever.” 
For some of the youngsters in­ 
volved in the incident, it isn’t so 
easy. 
The trauma continues for Mike 
Marshall, 15. The kidnap occurred on 
the only day he took the bus home 
from school. 
“ I’m more cautious of stuff,” he 
says. He was the oldest of the 
youngsters kidnaped that day and 
has been credited with helping 
engineer their escape 
“ I don’t think 1 will ever forget it. 
When I come home by myself ... at 
night — I wouldn’t have thought 
about it before — but now I think 
about the kidnaping and get a little 
scared.” 
On that day last July 15 when the 
children failed to come home from 


their summer school outing and their 
abandoned bus was found near a 
dusty roadside, an all-out search was 
launched. 
But the youngsters and driver Ed 
Ray were 100 miles away, trapped in 
a buried moving van. After 18 hours 
in the makeshift prison, they man­ 
aged to burrow to freedom. None 
was seriously injured by the brush 
with death, a fact which may have 
made the incident easier for this sun­ 
baked town to forget. 
No one is sure about the longrange 
psychological effects on the children, 
who ranged in age from 5 to 14 last 
year. 
“This could affect them in many 
ways,” says Dr. Nicholas Cumm­ 
ings, chief psychologist for the 
Kaiser-Permanente Foundation of 
Northern California. “ Some will 


come out of it totally unscathed. 
Others will have future phobias and 
anxieties. And for some, it will be a 
feather in their cap, a way of living.” 
Chowchilla does have one concern 
as its star of notoriety fades. Some 
townspeople feel that the three 
young men charged in the case may 
never be tried. 
Jam es Schoenfeld, 24, his brother 
Richard, 23, and Frederick Woods, 
24, are being held in Alameda County 
as the pretrial hearings continue. 
They have pleaded innocent to kid­ 
nap and robbery charges and are be­ 
ing held in lieu of $1 million bail 
each. 
W oods’ 
fa th e r , 
F r e d e r ic k 
Nickerson Woods III, testified Thurs­ 
day that he never gave sheriff’s 
deputies permission to enter his 
property where they collected poten­ 


tial evidence without a search 
warrant. 
The defense is attempting to have 
a search warrant of the Woods estate 
thrown out, contending it was based 
on an illegal search on July 21. 
Prosecution witnesses have con­ 
tended that the senior Woods gave 
permission for the search. 
Some Chowchillans admit a loss of 
rural innocence because of the case 
— they realize they no longer are a 
crimefree island in what some con­ 
sider a sea erf lawlessness.

Alcoholics win 
suit settlement 
for $300,000 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Skid Row 
dwellers taken from the county Jail 
in 1974 and sent to nursing homes 
where they allegedly were held 
against their will have won around 
1300,000 in out-of-court settlements 
of suits. 
But only 18 of the 48 plaintiffs in 
the two civil suits charging the 
homes with kidnaping, false im­ 
prisonment and battery have been 
found, says their attorney, Paul 
Morantz. Eight of the men are dead, 
he added. 
If the others are not located, their 
shares wiU be divided in a year 
among those found. Morantz said. 


Some of the men were sent to the 
homes from Municipal Court by 
Charles Weldon, who allegedly 
volunteered with others to take 
alcoholics and try to rehabilitate 
them. The alcoholics went to the 


volunteers in exchange for lighter 
jail sentences. 


The lawsuits charged that Weldon 
took alcoholics to a number of nurs­ 
ing homes in the David-Ruben chain 
for 8125 each. 


In 1975, Weldon was convicted of 
six counts of unlawfully referring 
patients for profit to a health care 
facility and he later pleaded guilty to 
a charge of false imprisonment A 
false imprisonment charge against 
Louise Jones, an administrator for 
David-Ruben, was dismissed but she 
has yet to stand trial on 12 charges of 
offering compensation for referring 
patients. 


The men were told they were un­ 
der court order to remain at the 
nursing homes for 90 days, and were 
beaten and drugged to prevent them 
from escaping, the suits said.

The hub of the fortune 
cookie trade is San Fran­ 
cisco, where the Ding Ho 
Fortune Cookie Co. in the

manu­ 
factures millions of the 
wheat flour cookies. 
The p r o d u c ts fr o m 
Louie’s Lotus Co. are nib­ 
bled and read worldwide 
“There has been quite an 
explosion in popularity of 
these things in the past 10 
years,” says Louie, whose 
cookie clients Include 
supermarkets, airlines, 
ahiptines and schools par­ 
ties. 
Indeed, the fortunes of 
Louie s business have been 
so good he has branched 
out a bit. Lotus now offers 
novelty items such as six- 
inch fortune cookies. And 
there are the Xrated 
variety. 
Louie says he is the 
pioneer of the off-color for- 
tune cookies. He says they 
are for men who enjoy stag 
jokes about womn. The 
naughty cookies constitute 
about 15 per cent of his 
trade, Louie says 
The only problem with

Today’s Federal Power Commission hearing in 
Manhattan, requested on Thursday by President Carter, 
was the first of three by governmental agencies trying to 
fix blame for the blackout that shut down the nation s 
biggest city for an entire day. Carter ordered an F PC re­ 
port in two weeks. 
At 8 a m today, Mayor Abraham D. Beame who estab­ 
lished a panel to conduct one of the investigations, of­ 
ficially lifted the state of emergency he had imposed on 
the city. 
Beame said that following a quiet night and with 
electrical power restored to virtually all of the 10 million 
persons affected by the blackout, the city was ready to 
resume its regular daily routine. 
During the 25 hours the power outage lasted, it spread 
economic damage reaching at least into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars.

In poorer neighborhoods around the city, merchants - 
mostly owners of small businesses — set about the dif­ 
ficult task of rebuilding from damage caused by looters, 
more than 3.400 of whom were arrested Wednesday night 
and early Thursday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
For the fourth time, the 
Supreme Court has been 
asked to consider a legal 
controversy stemming 
from former president 
Richard Nixon’s taping 
system. 
Nixon’s attorneys asked 
the high court Thursday to 
rule that his recordings not 
be surrendered for possible 
use in civil suits. 
“ We believe the pur­ 
poses of the confidentiality 
privilege necessitate that a 
p r e s i d e n t ’s 
priva te 
deliberations not be sub­ 
ject to compulsory dis­ 
closure pursuant to de­ 
mands of civil litigants,” 
the attorneys argued. 
In the other instances 
where the tapes were an is­ 
sue, the court: 
—Ruled last month that 
the federal government, 
not Nixon, controls the 
5,000 hours of recordings 
on 880 reels of tape 
recorded during the 5Vfc- 
year Nixon presidency. 
—Agreed to consider,

Watergate coverup trial of 
former top Nixon aides can 
be released for broadcast 
and reproduction as 
records and cassette tapes 
-Decided in 1074 that 
Nixon's claim of presiden­ 
tial confidentiality could 
not be used to withhold 
evidence in a criminal 
trial The decision forced 
Nixon to surrender 30 tapes.

Longtime prisoner escapes 


VACAVILLE (AP) - A 
46-year-old man who has 
spent more than half his 
life in prison on a variety 
of convictions, including 
the murders of two Los 
Angeles policemen, has es­ 
caped from the state 
M e d ic a l F a c i l i t y at 
Vacaville. 
Leaman Russell Smith 
walked away Wednesday 
.from 
the 
f a c i l i t y ’s 


minimum security fire 
department, where he had 
been assigned as a fire 
fighter, authorities said 
Smith was sentenced to 
death in 1964 after being 
convicted for killing police 
detectives Charles P. 
Monohgan and Robert M. 
Endler at a Sears store in 
Los Angeles. The detec­ 
tives were questioning 
Smith about a suspicious 


check he had tried to cash 
when he shot them. 
Smith escaped, but was 
captured a short time later 
in Chicago. He then spent 
almost 10 years on death 
row in San Quentin before 
his sentence was vacated 
by a Los Angeles Superior 
Court in 1973. 
Police records show 
Smith has been in and out 
of jail since he was 16.

School taxes in one district down, another up 


Pomona's to 
be trimmed 
by 18 cents

Schools Supt Charles Carpenter 
announced a plan to save the district 
1660.000 next year as the Pomona 
school board Thursday evening 
adopted its $40.3 million 1977-78 
publication budget which includes 
provisions for an 18-cent reduction 
in the district tax rate. 
The decision by the school board 
comes only three days after the 
Pomona City Council, on a 3-2 vote, 
approved a 17.5 cent increase in the 
city’s property tax rate. 
Further good news may be in the 
future for Pomona school district 
taxpayers should the district get a 
favorable ruling on an average daily 
attendance (ADA) question concern­ 
ing adult education from the State 
Department of Education. 
The question involved the amount 
of ADA money the district may 
receive for its program at Pacific 
State Hospital. If the district is 
allowed a full 806-student ADA by the 
state, taxes may fall another 18 cents 
on the district tax rate. 


Thursday's adopted publication 
figure brought the rate from $5.10 to 
$4.92 per $100 assessed valuation. 


The plan presented by Carpenter, 
while not officially adopted into the 
publication budget, is expected to be 
included in the d istrict's final 
adopted budget. 
The superintendent’s plan does not 
reduce any personnel positions, but 
simply takes up slack in the budgeted 
amounts for salaries and employe 
benefits which has existed in 
previous years. 
In researching past budgets, ex­ 
plained Carpenter, it became ap­ 
parent that more money was con­ 
tinually being budgeted than ex­ 
pended in the area of salaries. This is 
through no fault of the budget 
makers, said Carpenter, but merely 
the result of the fact that every year 
in a district this size a number of 
things happen to lessen the impact on 
the salary budget, people die. people 
marry, people find new jobs, posi­ 
tions go vacant waiting to be filled, 
positions go vacant and are dropped. 
With these occurrences affecting 
the budget, said Carpenter, a conser­ 
vative estim ate of the amount 
budgeted but not expended in the 
area of salaries and benefits could be 
arrived at. 
He said $382.000 could be taken 
from certificated (2 per cent of the 
total budgeted), $174.000 from clas­ 
sified (3 per cent) and $45 000 from 
employe benefits (1 per cent» 
Additionally, said the superinten­ 
dent. about $57.000 could be pulled 
from funds for music teachers which 
may be included in the new fine arts 
program — if adopted — in the dis­ 
trict or which may be dropped out­ 
right 
While the board did not take for­ 
mal action to include the proposal in 
the publication budget, it did vote un­ 
animously to earmark the funds for 
district reserves 
Since the funds originate in the 
salary and benefit category their 
availability will probably not be 
known until sometime near the end 
of the next school year when a 
general accounting of funds remain­ 
ing in those various categories can 
be made. 


Ontario-Montclair budget

Despite protests from one trustee 
who said people can’t afford to pay 
more taxes, the Ontario-Montclair 
school board approved a publication 
budget Thursday night calling for a 
24-cent tax hike. 
The $22 million budget for 1977-78 
was okayed on a 3-2 vote with 
tru stees Sam DiGiovanni and 
Richard Pearson voting against it. 
Board President Rose Kelber, 
William Hennie and K athleen 
Brugger favored the spending plan. 
DiGiovanni angrily denounced the 
proposed increase in the tax rate 
from $2 8183 to $3.0696 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation. He had voiced the 
same criticism when the tentative 
budget was approved last month, 
also forecasting a tax hike. 
“ I can’t see toe added taxes,’’ he 
noted. “ I t's alm ost becom e 
prohibitive to own a home here 
Mrs. K elber disagreed with 
DiGiovanni. however. She contended 
that children are hurt if the budget is 
not financed properly. 
“ Do we continue to penalize 
children just over tax dollars?” she 
asked 
DiGiovanni said his intention was 
not to penalize kids, but there was a 
limit to the taxes people can afford 
to pay. 
“ Instead of federal and state of­ 
ficials coming across with more 
money, they don’t — and toe compla­ 
cent taxpayer doesn't get off his duff 
to do anything about it.” 
Mrs kelber said the board has not 
“capriciously” raised the tax rate. 
Deputy Supt George Duerr in­ 
dicated there were few changes in 
the publication budget, compared to 
the tentative budget approved last 
month The tax increase projected at

24 cents is a penny and a half less 
than the tentative budget figure 
Many property owners will be 
socked with a tax increase even 
before they get their school tax bill 
since the assessed valuation in the 
district has gone up 21.54 per cent, 
officials reported. 
However, Supt. Jack Jones pointed 
out that assessed valuation increases 
do not mean much to the school dis­ 
trict, because of the Senate Bill 90 
formula used to figure revenue. 
“ We receive more local income 
(from property owners) but less 
money from the state when the 
valuation rises,” he said. In short, 
the valuation increases mean 
$390,000 more money to toe district 
from local sources, but exactly the 
same amount less from the state 
Thus, the district still needs the 
same tax rate to generate dollars 
necessary to run the planned 
educational program, said Duerr, 
And. as Duerr pointed out earlier, 
the board declined to levy the max­ 
imum allowable general purpose tax 
rate last year. It could have levied 28 
cents more than it did. he said. 
Duerr maintained that inflation is 
the reason for the budget increases 
this year. More funds are needed just 
to nK*et increased costs. 
He said teachers' salaries and 
fringe benefit increases are a major 
chunk of the budget bite Also, new 
buses are being purchased and some 
capital improvements are being 
made that were delayed a year ago 
— such as repair work at Euclid 
School. 
There are also a number of added 
staff positions in the budget 
The 24-cent tax Increase is neces­ 
sary to counter increased costs to the 
district reflected in the spending 
plan. Duerr noted The $22 million 
budget is $2 million higher than last 
year’s plan. 
Depending on possible new state 
monies, the budget could change 
before it is finalized. A public hear­ 
ing and expected adoption of the final 
budget is scheduled for Aug. 4.

Only three weeks after integrity-minded Jimmy 
Carter was sworn in as president, his staff proudly 
announced that virtually all of his personal assets 
were being placed in trust for the duration of his 
tenure in the White House. 
The purpose of that action was to allow Carter 
to“be isolated from those of his assets most likely 
to be affected by actions of the federal government 
and its agencies’’ — but that’s easier said than 
done. 
Despite the fact that countless government of­ 
ficials have relied upon similar arrangements, 
ostensibly to shield themselves from conflict of 
interest, there is no federal law or uniform set of 
regulations which provide guidelines for such 
trusts. 
As a result, there are almost as many varieties of 
trusts as there are people who establish them. The 
Senate Governmental Affairs Committee now is in 
the process of drafting the first legislation ever to 
cover that sensitive area, and one of the most im­ 
portant provisions under consideration could cause 
problems for Carter. 
That proposal would require that the trustee 
selected to administer an officeholder’s assets 
should be an individual or institution qualified to 
maintain a truly arm’s-length relationship with the 
beneficiary. 
In most cases, that restriction would disqualify as 
administrator any man or woman who previously 
had been a personal friend or business associate of 
the public official. 
During recent hearings, Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn , chairman of the committee, 
posed the ethical problem in these terms: 
“Do any questions arise when a man employs a 
trustee who had been his personal attorney for 
many, many years or close friend for many, many 
vears? Would not this arouse a question and 
suspicion?” 
In Carter’s case, the man who precisely fits that 
definition is Charles H. Kirbo, an Atlanta attorney 
who has done legal work for the President in the 
past and who is widely regarded as one of Carter’s 
most trusted personal advisors. 
The same Charles H. Kirbo also is the sole ad­ 
ministrator of the trust established to isolate 
Carter from any potential conflict of interest. 
Asked about that relationship on the day the 
Carter trust was revealed to the public, Robert J. 
Lipshutz, counsel to the president, insisted that 
“The basic element of integrity of the people who 
are involved” would preclude any improper collu­ 
sion between Carter and Kirbo. “That is not the in­ 
tent or the character of the people we are dealing 
with,” added Lipshutz. 
Carter isn’t the first president to select a 
longtime personal friend and business associate as 
administrator of a supposedly independent trust. 
President Lyndon E. Johnson placed most of his as­ 
sets in a trust managed by A.W. Moursund, a 
banker and lawyer from Johnson’s home town who 
in prior years had been both Johnson's friend and 
financial partner. 
Similarly, Carter’s Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, Thomas B. (Bert) Lance, 
has selected an old friend, Dalton, Ga. businessman 
Thomas Mitchell, as administrator of a trust con­ 
taining more than $5.6 million worth of stock, most 
of it in Georgia banks, as well as other assets. 
Alan K. Campbell, chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, told Ribicoff’s committee that the 
Carter administration opposes as “too limited” a 
prohibition against personal friends and advisors as 
trust administrators. In fact, said Campbell, the 
’public official ought to look for someone "in whom 
he has complete trust” to handle his finances. 
But even if trustees Kirbo, Moursund and 
Mitchell are presumed to be men erf great character 
and integrity, the nagging question remains: Would 
any of them risk their friend's personal fortunes in 
favor of a vaguely defined “public interest?”

Kickbacks to nursing homes 


WASHINGTON - The nation s 
scandal-plagued nursing homes keep 
coming up with new ways to skin the 
taxpayers. Now senators have dis­ 
covered that most nursing homes . 
collect kickbacks as a routine 
business practice. 
Just about all of those who provide 
a service to nursing homes — from 
doctors to undertakers — allegedly 
return part of their payments under 
the table. Of course, the homes 
collect the full amount from govern­ 
m ent M edicaid funds, and the 
proprietors pocket the difference. 
All this petty chiseling adds up to a 
multimillion-dollar scandal The sor­ 
did details have been assembled in a 
confidential report, which the Senate 
Committee on Aging will release 
later this month. Committee in- . 
vestigators found that pharmacies, 
laboratories, laundries, food sup­ 
pliers and other businesses pay 
kickbacks of up to 25 per cent to 
nursing homes. 
As one vendor explained to the 
c o m m i t t e e , 
w i t h a 
s h r u g : 
“ Kickbacks are a way of life in 
Medicaid. There is a little larceny in 
all of us.” 
The report describes how phar­ 
macists, for example, make their 
payoffs. Some simply slip cash, run­ 
ning into thousands each year, to the 
c o n v a le sc e n t hom es in plain 
envelopes.' Other pharmacists supply 
the homes with free drugs, vitamins, 
cosmetics and other booty. 
For homes that prefer less gross 
transactions, the druggists secretly 
pay the salaries of attendants or buy 
stock in the homes. Some also 
purchase advertising in nursing 
home brochures at 10 times the nor­ 
mal rates 
Investigators found some phar­ 
macists who even rented space in the 
linen closets of nursing homes at 
ridiculous rates up to $1,000 a month. 
Others made their payoffs in color 
television sets, boats, desks, 
automobiles, trading stamps, free 
use of ski cabins or beach houses and 
prepaid vacations to Hawaii or 
Europe. 


“ The evidence is overwhelming 
that many pharmacists are required 
to pay kickbacks to nursing home 
operators as a precondition of ob­ 
taining business,” the report states. 
Those who refuse to play the 
kickback game are barred from do­ 
ing business with the corrupt horn«». 
One pharmacist lost three nursing 
home clients when he tried to cut his 
kickbacks from 25 to 20 per cent. 
What are the dimensions of the 
scandal? An incredible 90 per cent of 
the druggists surveyed in Florida, 
for example, told the committee that 
kickbacks are w idespread. In­ 
vestigators also found the practice 
p r e v a l e n t 
a m o n g 
d o c t o r s , 
laboratories and vendors. 
Complained a California phar­ 
macist: The “sole concern” of many 
nursing homes “ Is for the buck 
Nothing else matters. The pathetic 
patient in these convalescent homes 
and hospitals . . . (is) treated as a 
piece of living m eat — a com­ 
modity.” 
Footnote: Although the Senate in­ 
vestigators found the evidence abun­ 
dant. only one kickback case has 
been prosecuted in the last five 
years. “ The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice has been anything but aggres­ 
sive in its enforcement” of the law, 
the report charges Chairman Frank 
(’hurch, D.-Idaho, wants to make 
kickbacks a felony and encourage a 
federal crackdown. 
ICE CREAM CAPER - The Food 
and Drug Administration, already 
under fire for banning saccharin, is 
now trying to tamper with America’s 
favorite dessert. 
The agency wants to relax the 
recipe requirements for r e cream, 
permitting manufacturers to replace 
the milk with cheaper substances 
such as whey, casein and even corn­ 
starch 
This would save the producers 
millions of dollars at the expense of 
the consumers, who would get in­ 
ferior ice cream for their money. 
The man behind the ice cream 
switch, according to our source«, 
was the agency’s form er chief 


counsel, Peter Hutt. By an in­ 
teresting coincidence, Hutt used to 
represent the International Associa­ 
tion of Ice Cream Manufacturers 
before he joined the government. 
This was the same association that 
sought the recipe change. 
Hutt insisted there was no conflict. 
He had not handled the request for a 
recipe change while he was an at­ 
torney for the ice cream makers, and 
he m erely “ approved” the new 
regulations as the counsel for the 
government, he told us. 
Yet internal documents show that 
Hutt, in his role as a government of­ 
ficial, huddled with the ice cream 
men at least twice. They not only 
pleaded for permission to use milk 
substitutes but requested that the 
cheaper ingredients be listed as 
“ milk products.” They wanted the 
government to allow them to mis­ 
represent the contents, according to 
the memo, because “ consumers 
have a low opinion of whey.” 
The ecstatic Ice cream makers, 
meanwhile, are already developing 
cheuper mixtures. “To be honest,” 
one admitted to us, “ we ll put in just 
enough milk to get it on the label.” 
Footnote: A confidential White 
House memo warns that the change 
will cost the taxpayers as much as 
$183 million a year in higher price 
supports for the milk producers, who 
are already in an economic squeeze 
and can scarcely afford to lose the 
ice cream business. P resident 
Carter told Sen. Herman Talmudge. 
D.-Ga., in a private letter that he is 
“concerned” about the impact on 
milk price supports. 


Food and Drug officials contend, in 
turn, that the cheaper ingredients 
will lower the price of ice cream 
But Assistant Agriculture Secretary 
Carol Foreman, in an interview with 
our associate Howie Kurtz, disputed 
this prediction. 
Rep 
C harles Rose, D.-N.C., 
meanwhile, has learned of the ice 
cream tampering. He told us that the 
substitutes will “ change the very 
character of ice cream

Sacramento scene 
Maddy best 
GOP hopeful

Now that Assemblyman Ken Maddy has put his act 
together for a serious gubernatorial bid the question is 
whether the Republicans will be astute enough to unite for 
the purpose of securing his nomination next June? 
For, in the opinion of many Capitol observers Maddy is 
the one, among the current potential Republican can­ 
didates, with the best chance of beating Gov. Jerry 
Brown. 
. 
This notion is not merely that Maddy is unquestionably 
the best liked of those being mentioned. On the con­ 
geniality scale the warm and friendly Maddy outdistances 
the others by a country mile. More than that, he is 
respected for his ability and sincerity and for keeping his 
word. Undoubtedly it was these qualities which in­ 
fluenced Speaker Leo McCarthy to name him a commit­ 
tee chairman in a house where Democrats, being strongly 
in control, keep most of the goodies to themselves. 
Neither is it that the personable Maddy at 43 is both 
voung and handsome and bound to come across good in 
television appearances. The woods are full of nice guys 
who are good looking and young. As Leo Du roc her was 
quick to say, nice guys don’t win ball games 
What is convincing about Maddy as a Republican guber­ 
natorial candidate is his demonstrated ability to win 
Democratic votes. His district is in the heart of the San 
Joaquin Valley where Democrats outnumber Republicans 
better than two to one. 
Despite that, Maddy outran eight Democrats, including 
two form er Assemblymen, as well as two other 
Republicans and two independents, in his first race for 
the Assembly in 1970. He has since been re-elected three 
times, twice in a district enlarged by reapportionment 
The key to these successes would seem to be Maddy s 
political complexion. While some Republicans view him 
as moderate, the Democrats see him as a conservative. 
And conservative Democrats have traditionally been 
elected in the Fresno area. Leaving aside labels, Maddy’s 
legislative record indicates a middle of the road attitude 
which is the type who generally win in statewide elec­ 
tions. 
Declaring after his last Assembly victory that he would 
seek another office next time around, he first talked of 
running for attorney general. But a ground swell of sup- 
port amongst farmers around the state, brought on by 
Maddy’s vigorous stand against the Farm Labor initiative 
in 1976. started him thinking about the No. 1 job. When the 
agricultural interests dramatically showed their support 
was more than talk by putting up hard cash to back him, 
Maddy was hooked. 
His immediate hurdle, which many believe will be his 
biggest, is the winning of the GOP nomination. Now pos­ 
sessing, with his farm bloc, the only solid corps of support 
of any of the candidates so far, Maddy may well be on the 
road to victory. Not that the farmers alone will elect him 
but, reviewing past elections, nobody seems to win in 
California without it. 
Maddy is the only northern California Republican in the 
running. The others are San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson. 
Orange County State Senator John V. Briggs, and Atty. 
Gen Evelle J. Younger and Police Chief Ed Davis, both 
of Los Angeles 
Assuming that each of the candidates receives half of 
the votes of his home base with the outsiders dividing 
equally the balance and all running fairly even in the 
remaining five southern counties, Maddy comes out of the 
south trailing But giving Maddy the same home boy edge 
over the rest throughout the San Joaquin Valley would 
narrow the gap. 
On that analysis the battle may be fought in the Bay 
Area where a northerner and moderate like Maddy would 
seem to have a distinct advantage over the others 
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What did you think about that 
Chicago school superintendent who 
flunked more than half of the eighth 
graders in one school — refused to 
let them graduate this year — 
because they can’t yet read at sixth 
grade levels?

This Chicago area school 
superintendent, Albert Briggs does 
not sound Uke a hard-nose He sounds 
like an educator who is conscien­ 
tiously com^rned for the long-term 
best interests of the students In his 
charge 
It was more than a year ago that 
he served notic e on the schools in his 
district that eighth graders would 
have to Improve reading skills or 


he d not let them go on to high 
school, 
He’d found in one of his high 
schools only 18 percent of the 
freshman class was able to read at 
sixth grade level, mime could hardly 
read at all. 
So he announced then that eighth 
graders who were obviously not 
read y for high school would 
thereafter be kept behind another 
year 
His remonstrance helped. That 
same school where only 18 percent 
could read at a 6.5 level a year ago - 
this next fall 95 percent will be 
reading 6 5 or better So his year-ago 
warning did help 
But this one all-black school did 
not improve reading skills adequate­ 
ly, so he decreed that some seven 
hundred erf this year’s eighth graders 
would be kept behind 
II this example serves its purpose, 
it will result in Improved reading and 
writing in the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades, even at the expense of 
less essential studies 
Supt Briggs »ays, ”1 did not just 
spring that as a surprise 1 have been 
talking to tke parents of these 
children all year

superintendent, Alice Blair of 
Southslde District 1$, has also set a 
minimum reading score for admis­ 
sion to high school Even though she 
set a lower minimum standard. 15 
percent of the thousand eighth 
graders in her district failed to 
qualify. 
She says, “A student who can t 
read at least sixth-grade level just 
wouldn't be able to make it in high 
school.

DEAR DR M ILLER : They’re going to be tarring our 
road.

DEAR K.A : A small amount of tar that hasn't 
penetrated yet may be best removed by clipping away the 
affected hair. Once on the skin, the U r is best removed by 
soaking and softening with a series of mineral oil baths 
over a period of many hours, wiping as much of the 
mineral oil-softened U r as possible periodically, and 
finally bathing with mild soap and water. Since U rry sub- 
stances are usually toxic to cats, it's preferable, when 
large areas of the body are involved either to have your 
veterinarian Uke over toe cleanup chores, or get specific 
instructions on how to do it safely yourself. 


DEAR DR M IL L E R : If I accidenUlly dropped Jimbo, 
my pet rat, would it hurt him? Something Uke that hap­ 
pened last week, and he was pretty quiet for a couple of 
days, but he's okay now. Could the fall have made him 
quiet? — L R. 
DEAR L.R .: Domesticated rats, and presumably yours 
is. are not as agile as their wild cousins. Consequently, 
they are often injured from such falls. 


DEAR DR M ILLE R : I want to build a small outdoor 
pool, but can’t afford to waste water. How deep does it 
have to be if I have fish in it? — S.E. 
DEAR S .E .: If properly set up. shaded and so on, a stx- 
ineh deep pool may be satisfactory for small, hardy 
tropicals For members of the carp family, however, 
from the small carmine goldfish to koi, it should be at 
least 18 inches deep.

You really 
mean that 3500 extra calories will 
produce one pound erf body fat. 
The spinach weighs a pound, so if 
you stick it in your stomach it will in­ 
crease your body weight one pound 
The scales would register an extra 
pound if you held the spinach in your 
hand. That weight is from undigesti- 
We fiber, water and a few calories. 
The water, and undigestible material 
will be eliminated from the body. 
The few calories that are left and 
that have been absorbed after diges­ 
tion will then be used by your body 
for energy or if they are extra 
calories, more than your body needs, 
they will he stored as fat. 
l am surprised how many people 
do not understand the difference 
between calories of energy in a food 
and the weight of a food. A pound of 
lean round steak with all the fat 
removed is almost 75 per cent water 
The true food value of any food in 
terms of energy is expressed as Its 
« alone content, not it* weight,

“ kissing” disease why doesn’t my 
husband have it? 
D EAR H EAD ER - Uke many 
other viruses it starts out with an ill­ 
ness characterized by a sore throat 
and fever. There may be enlarge­ 
ment of the tonsils — if a person still 
has them, with enlargement of 
lvmph glands in the neck, under the 
arms, in the groin and elsewhere. 
The illness usually lasts from two to 
four weeks, sometimes longer with 
weakness after the initial illness 
The spleen is enlarged in about 
half of the cases and because of this 
it is wise to not engage in vigorous 
physical activity until you have com­ 
pletely recovered. That is why 
athletic coaches should not allow 
their athletes to compete or engage 
in activities that are strenuous This 
can cause rupture of the spleen, 
which is then a medical emergency. 
Fortunately, this is rare. 
The virus is often transmitted by 
intimate contact — kissing. Many 
people get the virus when they are 
small children and the disease does 
not present the same clinical pic­ 
ture They are then immune to the 
disease. It is likely that your husband 
already had the disease as a child 
and probably no one knew it.

Political arena 


GOVERNOR BROWN has signed into law a bill by 
SEN. OMER L. RAINS, D-Ventura, removing a conflict 
of interest situation for city attorneys called upon to 
prosecute city officials. 
The law becomes effective immediately. 
It transfers from city attorneys to district attorneys the 
responsibility of investigating and prosecuting city of­ 
ficials, including city council members, in cities where 
the city attorney is not elected. 
While similar legislation was enacted last year, some 
officials questioned the effectiveness of that measure. 
“ This strengthening of the Political Reform Act of 1974 
(Proposition 9) is necessary if we are to continue to gain 
and hold the confidence of the people in the act,” Rains 
said. 
“ It is a serious conflict situation when the person 
responsible for investigating accusations against a coun­ 
cil member, for instance, is serving at the pleasure of 
that same person. 
“ Most city attorneys in California are appointed by city 
officials, arid are in the business of giving advice to those 
city officials. 
“ It is obvious, therefore, that a situation could arise 
where an attorney is giving advice to a person when, at 
the same time, he or she is being called upon to in­ 
vestigate and prosecute that same individual. 
“ This is an intolerable situation and clearly was an 
oversight in Proposition 9.”

Pomona cab 
rates go up 


Taxicab rates are going up in Pomona. 
Faced with a $14,000 operating deficit during the first 
quarter of 1977, the owner of Paul s Yellow Cab Co. 
requested a rate increase this week and the Pomona City 
Council concurred. 
Gene Stalians, operator of the cab company, told the 
council that the rate hike was necessitated by the usual 
cause: inflation. 
He said the company lost $21.000 during 1976 and fell 
$14.000 short of the break-even point in the first three 
months of this year. 
Stalians asked that the basic fare be raised from the 
present 80 cents for the first one-eighth of a mile to $1 60 
for the first one-eighth of a mile. 
Other rates will remain the same. They are 20 cents for 
each additional one-fifth of a mile, 20 cents for each one 
minute and 20 seconds of waiting time or traffic delay, 
and a fuel surcharge of five cents per fare for each eight 
cents of gasoline costs above 39 cents a gallon. 
The new rates become effective Sept. 1.

'Roots' 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Six 
months ago “Roots" held the nation 
enthralled for eight days. Prime­ 
time television, public libraries and 
Alex Haley won’t ever be the same. 


The 12-hour m iniseries, from 
Haley’s book on his slave ancestors, 
not only made television history but 
sent thousands of people in search of 
their own roots. Genealogical li­ 
braries and historical repositories 
have been swamped since January 
by people tracing their own origins. 


“One of the biggest things among 
1 
black people is that they no longer 
see their slave ancestors with shame 
but with a sense of pride,” said 
Haley. 
“Other people of every ethnic 
background seem to relate to this as 
if it’s their own family. It has evoked 
this universal need of people who 
want to know who they are and 
where they came from. The main 
thing is that the book and the film 
touched — and are touching — some 
pulse. And the r e s u lts are 
transcending this country.’ 
The N a tio n al Archives in 
Washington and its branches report a 
huge increase in people searching 
through old census records for their 
ancestors. The number of black peo­ 
ple visiting the archives has tripled. 


“ It took a while to build up the 
public momentum because we told 
them to do some homework first, 
said Tom Daniels, a spokesman for 
the library of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in Salt 
I>ake City, the largest genealogical 
librarv in the world 
“Just before Roots’ we were serv- * 
ing about 2.000 people a day. The 
first week of April in one day we 
counted 3.700. We figure a 50 per cent 
increase since then — and it hasn t 
tapered off yet." 


A sequel, covering the second 
hundred years of Haley’s book, is 
now being prepared for the 1978-79 
season by ABC. 
“ I’m in the same position as the 
audience,” said producer Stan 
Margulies. “I didn't feel that stopp­ 
ing in the middle of the stream was a 
satisfactory ending. I wanted to 
carry the story to its ending The 
only difference is that we now know 
there’s an audience out there for this 
sort of thing.” 
Haley, who says his biggest worry 
now is that the demands of success 
are keeping him from writing, said 
people around the country constant Iv 
tell him that the film ruined his 
book. He said, “Never once have I 
ever uttered an inuendo in agree­ 
ment with that. I don't agree with it. 
I was aware that it was necessary to 
get the greatest possible audience 
and to have the greatest possible im­ 
pact. I am ecstatic with what they've 
done with it.” 
Margulies said, “ My single hope 
was to get people to ask one 
question: ‘What would I have done if 
I had been alive then?’ It was not to 
dump guilt for slavery upon 
America. I don’t see any legislators 
running to put new laws on the books 
or people changing their lives, but it 
has gotten people to start thinking.”

The ending was, Aldrich 
says, the only thing in the 
script that Wambaugh did 
not write. The director 
believes the film will still

statement,” but he and the 
producers elected to tack 
on an ending that was not 
as downbeat and depress­ 
ing as the one Wambaugh 
had written. 
And Wambaugh isn’t 
happy, and has been loud 
and positive in expressing 
that unhappiness. 
In fact, Wambaugh has 
ju st filed a $1 million 
breech of contract suit 
against Lorimar, charging 
that “ wholesale changes, 
additions and deletions" 
have “ so drastically and 
c r u d e l y a l t e r e d the 
original concept” as to 
damage his reputation as 
an author. 


If you’ve read the book — 
and millions have — you 
know that much of the ac- 
tion t a k e s p l a c e in 
Mac Arthur Park, an old 
Los Angeles landmark, it is 
in the park that the cops in 
the story have their “ choir 
p r a c t i c e , ” their pet 
euphemism for letting off 
s t e a m 
by 
d r i n k i n g , 
fighting, fooling around. 
They shot one day in the 
real Mac Arthur Park, to 
establish the place. But 
Aldrich says that wasn't 
satisfactory. 
“ It turned out,” he says, 
“ that the TV company that 
shoots Police Story had 
been there for three days 
just before we got there. 
And they had done things 
which, apparently, an­ 
tagonized the real cops 
who were there handling 
crowd control. 
“ So when we got there, 
the real cops were not very 
happy. It turned out to be a 
bad situation. We didn’t get 
what we wanted at all.” 
So they a ba n don e d 
shoot ing in the r e al 
MacArthur Park and have, 
instead, built a replica of 
the prrk cm one of the big 
soundstages at the MGM 
studio. It is almost an ex­ 
act duplicate of the park — 
it isn’t a big park — and 
even the grafitti in the tun­ 
nel is a copy of the real 
grafitti. 
There is the duck pond, 
with real ducks, and the 
Wilshire Boulevard over­ 
pass and the trees and 
benches and everything. 
Aldrich says shooting in 
the studio park is a lot 
simpler than out in the real 
one. 
“ We have 15 nights in the 
park.” he says. “ If we had 
to do 15 nights out there in 
the real park, we’d have 
gone bananas. Besides, 
there are those crazies in 
the park to contend with.” 
(MacArthur Park is not 
in one of th e n i c e r 
neighborhoods, and some 
of its denizens can be 
rather strange.)

kept turning around and 
around, so that when the 
camera was on, his diz­ 
ziness would look more 
realistic.

Stroud, in his 
drunken stupor, imagines 
himself back in Vietnam — 
and shoots the man who 
opens the door. They 
carefully put mattresses 
on the grass to soften the 
fall for the victim, played 
bv a young actor named 
Michael Wills.

“ T h a t ’ s 
b e c a u s e . ”

surance company’s opinion 
— too much of the picture 
is too close to reality and 
that made it uninsurable.

Ac- 
tuallv, Woods d i d n ’t 
graduate, although he did 
everything but write his 
senior thesis. 
“ I’d gone to M.I.T.,’’ he 
says, “ because of my 
father. My father was an 
Army man, in Army in­ 
telligence, but he wasn't a 
college man. He always 
thought M.I.T. was the 
best school. When he died, 
I decided to go to M.I.T 
for his sake.”

For the past week, the Dodgers, 
strangely, have been vacillating on a 
personnel change or changes 
A major trade is unlikely since 
waivers would have to be obtained cm 
any and ail players involved 
But the fact remains that the 
Dodgers have been shorthanded in 
both the infield and outfield because 
of injuries that have sidelined Davey 
Lopes and Reggie Smith. 
Bill Russell is playing short with a 
sore ankle because Teddy Martinez, 
the only infield reserve available, is 
needed at second. 
Manager Tommy Lasorda has 
decried his lack of reserve strength 
which severely restricts the amount 
of manuevering he can do in a game. 
Yet Lee Lacy, who can play both 
the infield and outfield while hitting 
commendablv, remains on the dis­ 
abled list although he is physically 
okay and chaffing to go back on the 
active roster. 
After the last game on the recent 
Dodger homestand, Lacy came into 
Lasorda’s office and told him he was 
okay. 
t 
“I’m ready. The doctor okayed it,” 
Lacy told Lasorda. 
Lasorda certainly could use Lacy ’s 
.319 average with Steve Garvey and 
Ron Cey mired in slumps 
In Houston, Lacy reaffirmed his 
availability. "I’m ready, but 1 don t 
know what their plans are yet,’ he 
told writers. 
The reason of course is that when 
Lacy comes off the disabled list, 
somebody has to be cut from the 
roster. 
Either the Dodgers can’t make up 
their mind between A1 Downing and 
Boog Powell or they’re anticipating 
two or three changes. 
Need more work 
Downing is 36, unsigned and 
rusting in the bullpen Powell is 36 
and has gained about 20 pounds while 
coming to bat just 28 times as a 
pinch-hitter. 
Or it could even be Stan Wall, last 
year’s team rookie of the year who 
Lasorda has admitted, “is just not 
doing the job lately 
Wall, lefthanded like Downing, is 
carrying a 5.35 earned run average 
There has been some talk the club 
might release both Downing and 
Wall and call up rookie Lance 
R au tzh en . 
But R autzhen is 
righthanded and the move would 
leave the Angelenos without a 
southpaw in the bullpen. 
And the way Charlie Hough has 
been roughed up of late, the move 
would seem ill-advised 
John Hale (.258) is also unsigned 
and has been rumored to be in almost 
every possible deal that comes up. 
But with Smith out and probably in a 
situation where he won t be 100 per­ 
cent all season, Hale doesn t seem 
expendable now.

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Some worms can cling to 
a body and suck blood.

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LAPD bike unit proves big success 


New tool 
to fight 
downtown 
crime 
LOST ANGELES (AP) - 
Los Angeles undercover 
policemen have started 
shifting gears — all 10 
speeds — in their pursuit of 
problem law offenders. 
And in doing so. they’ve 
found that bike riders have 
more fun — not to mention 
success. 
The police department’s 
special problems unit 
came up with the idea of 
patrolling on bicycles as a 
discreet way to combat a 
rash of burglaries and 
street robberies down­ 
town. 
During its first three 
weeks in action, the bike 
squad made 20 felony 
arrests, including some for 
burglary, narcotics posses­ 
sion, armed robbery and 
car theft. 
Those arrested have 
been as annoyed as they 
were surprised to be taken 
into custody by a couple of 
casually-dressed young 
men who appear to be out 
for no more than a joy ride. 
“ One guy told us it was a 
violation of his civil rights 
to ride up on bikes,” said 
Sgt. Sal Hoyos, who heads 
the Central Division’s bike

squad. “ He said police 
should always be in un­ 
marked cars or black and 
whites.” 
Although Central Divi­ 
sion is not the first in Los 
Angeles to use bikes, it is 
the first to use them for 
ongoing patrol. Officer 
Hon Clem said the 
problems plainclothes 
policemen have in driving 
around in easily spotted, 
stripped-down, unmarked 
sedans were one impetus 
for the bicycle suggestion. 
“ It doesn’t matter if it’s 
a Ford or Chevy,” he said. 
“ If there are two guys in 
an unmarked car who are 
driving like they're not go­ 
ing anywhere, they can 
pick you out. 
“ But on bikes, they don’t 


look at you as a pair.” 
Clem continued. “ And 
even if they do, that’s the 
way people ride bicycles.” 
Unsuspecting victims 
have included a man who 
tried to sell two officers 
some marijuana and two 
men who pulled a knife to 
rob a third fellow, while 
noticing but ignoring the 
bike riders they saw across 
the street. 
The bicycle patrol was 
originally set up with 10- 
speed bicycles *'borrowed

Thousands more drop 
into poverty class 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Thousands of Americans once 
listed in the lower middle class were pushed below the 
poverty level by 1974’s strange combination of spiraling 
inflation and long-term unemployment, government 
figures show. 
New Census Bureau figures show the number of people 
the government considers to be poor rose nearly 11 per 
cent between 1974 and 1975. 
In 1974 there were 23,370,000 Americans listed as poor. 
The 1975 figures showed that more than 2V* million more 
people were living in poverty. 
“ These were years when there were an additional num­ 
ber of people who fell below the poverty line — people 
who would not normally be poor.’ said Arno I. Wmward, 
staff assistant for poverty statistics at the Census 
Bureau. 
The bureau's poverty report said the number of 
Americans with an income below the $5,500 poverty level 
increased 10.7 per cent from 1974 to 1975, That means 
there were 25.9 million poor people in America It was the 
| greatest percentage increase since 1959 
Figures from the report on income showed that median 
family income was $13,720 in 1975, about 6 per cent higher 
than the 1974 median That means there were as many 
families making more than $13,720 as there were making 
less than that figure. Yet, the report shows that alter be­ 
ing adjusted for a 9 per cent increase in prices, the 1975 
median income was actually $360 lower than it was in 
i 1974. 
Poor families with lots of children, and families headed 
by women normally make up much of the poor population. 
There was an increase of two million or nearly 13 per 
cent in the number of poor whites in 1975. There was an 11 
j per cent or 2.3 million increase in the number of poor un- 
I der 65, and 17'a per cent increase in the number of poor 
husband-wife families, the figures show. 
“ These are three groups we don t normally expect to 
fall into poverty but out of it,” said Winard, who helped 
compile the poverty report. 
Winard added that he was not alarmed by the recent in- 
I crease in the number of poor people because the numbers 
had dropped dramatically from 1959 when there were 
about 39 5 million poor Americans

NEW YO RK (UPI) — Stocks were higher Friday morn­ 
ing in active trading as the market cleared up a day's 
backlog of orders caused by New York Ciy’s massive 
power blackout that closed many markets Thursday 
Analysts said many Investors were encouraged by a 
number of strong second quarter earnings reports But 
the market was restrained by a $3.2 billion surge in the 
nation’s money supply in the latest reporting week 
As a result, the Dow Jones industrial average, which 
lost 0.42 point Wednesday, was ahead 1.35 points to 904.34 
shortly before noon ED T. The closely watched average 
had been ahead nearly three points at the outset. 
Advances led declines, 727 to 491, among the 1,738 issues 
crossing the tape. The 520 unchanged issues reflected con­ 
siderable investor uncertainty. 
New York Stock Exchange volume at the two-hour 
mark amounted to about 13,000,000 shares, up from the 
9,160,000 traded during the same period Wednesday. Much 
of that volume represented orders that backed up Thurs­ 
day and late Wednesday because of the blackout. 
IBM was ahead 2% on the N YSE. The computer giant 
Thursday reported its secondquarter earnings rose to 
$4.44 a share from $3.94 a year ago. The report was better 
than expected. 
NCR Corp., the third most active N YSE issue, was 
ahead 1*4 to 38% after reporting a second-quarter net of 
$1.29 a shares, compared with 75 cents a year ago. 
Also In the group, Burroughs, which reported its 
secondquarter earnings rose to $1.23 a share from $1.05 a 
year ago, was ahead 1 in active trading. But Honeywell 
was off 1 Vi in the wake of recent published reports that 
analysts were concerned about the firm s outlook 
Esm ark was the most active N YSE issue, off Mi to 32 
following a block trade of 300,000 shares at 32 Gulf Oil 
was second, off % to 29*4 in trading that Included blocks 
of 105,400 and 104,700 shares at 29*4 each 
Consolidated Edison stock, which lost % to 21% on the 
Pacific Coast Exchange Thursday, was delayed in open­ 
ing. The company has been under fire few New York C ity’s 
blackout.

Prices were higher in active trading of American Stock 
Exchange issues. Great Basins Petroleum was the most 
active issue, up % to 9%. Chieftain Development 
followed, up % to 16%. Houston O il & Minerals was third, 
off % to 41V4. 


Guide for investors 
Environmental 
book outdated 


NEW YO RK (A P ) — A new booklet produced by two 
environmental groups said to be a guide to 50 industrials 
for responsible investors, is based on out-dated and 
perhaps misleading data. 
__ 
The publication, “ The Pollution Audit, was published 
by The Council of Economic Priorities with encourage­ 
ment and a small grant from the Sierra Club 
Copyrighted this vear, and with a forward signed Feb. 
21, by Michael McCloskey, executive director of the 
Sierra Club, the data nevertheless are from studies that 
are from five to seven years old. 
The original studies by the council, a nonprofit orgem* 
ization were exhaustive and generally highly regarded, 
even by some the companies criticized. Since then, 
however, public concern, legislation, and company effor s 
have resulted in considerable pollution abatement. 
American Can Co., which was ranked among the worst 
of pulp and paper polluters, maintains it is now 
in com­ 
plete com pliance" with state and federal regulations on 
air and water standards. 
A spokesman said that since the original data were 
compiled in 1970 the company has spent $40 6 m illion for 
air and water compliance at pulp and m ill sites and nas 
won numerous citations, including a clean water award 
this month from the Izaak Walton League 
\ 
Told of this, Alice Tepper MarUn, founder and ex­ 
ecutive director of the council, indicated the information 
in the booklet nevertheless might be useful because it was 
the only data available. 
Asked why the findings weren’t updated before publica­ 
tion. especially since it was acknowledged several years 
ago that American Can “ had budgeted adequate «equip­ 
ment even if it wasn’t installed,” she replied 
Because 
checking it, updating it, takes one and half years and 
$40.000-$60,000.”

The booklet also ranks, in relation to each other, the 
companies making up the iron and steel, petroleum refin­ 
ing and electric utility industries, again based on studies 
made several years ago.

“ We pay people to suf­ 
fer,” says Dr. Mark Brown 
of the University of Miami. 


Brow n said several 
medical studies support his 
theory that people who 
know they w ill be compen­ 
sated for an injury take 
longer to heal. 


He said some patients 
s u ffe r pain w ithout 
demonstrable physical 
reasons but he doesn t 
think physiotherapy works. 
He said most of his 
whiplash patients have had 
pain for more than two 
years. 


“ You can get sucked into 
long and prolonged treat­ 
ments because nobody has 
the answer,” Brown said.

Antonio Martin said 
he prescribes treatments 
up to four months for acute 
back sprains. ‘ Sometimes 
1 don’t feel any spasms or 
contractions, but the 
patient says it hurts and I 
have no reason to dis­ 
believe,” he said. 
Dr. Paul Glassman, an 
osteopath, defends exten 
sive physiotherapy. He 
said those who say sprains 
should be healed by nature 
indulge in “ ivory tower 
m edicine compared to 
practical medicine in the 
street. - 
L)r. Howard Neer of Fort 
Lauderdale, president of 
the Florida Osteopathic 
Medical Association, said, 
“ Every case is different. 
There are cases where 50, 
80 treatments are not ex­ 
cessive. It depends on how 
bad the injury is and the 
age and condition of the 
patient ”

A Canadian doctor called 
extensive physiotherapy 
fo r whiplash in ju ries 
“entertainment 
Dr. Ian M acNab, a 
T o ro n to o rth o p e d ist 
recognized as a leading ex­ 
pert in such injuries, said, 
“ You entertain the patient 
until the counselor says the 
case is ready to go to trial. 
Patients demand this type 
of treatm en t in the 
States.” 
In Canada, MacNab said, 
paiients don t get such 
treatment. 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - 
It seems like California 
has more than its share of 
shortages — water, natural 
gas and housing, to name a 
few — but here’s one you 
can turn into money. 
The American Paper In­ 
stitute says heavy exports 
of old newspapers and cor­ 
rugated boxes to the Far 
East has led to a shortage 
of both items on the West 
Coast, with waste paper 
dealers eager for supplies. 
“ We have witnessed a 
steady increase in the 
volume of waste paper be­ 
ing shipped to such 
countries as Japan and 
Korea.” says John Barile, 
Pacific Coast chairman of 
the A P I’s Paper Stock 
Conservation Committee. 


“ Those two countries 
alpne import some 30 000 
tons of waste paper every 
month from the United 
States, most of which 
comes from the West 
Coast. In recent months, 
that figure has increased 
substantially.” 


California 
recycling 
m ills consume about 
110,000 tons of waste paper 
each month, the A PI says, 
with another 25,000 tons ex­ 
ported each month from 
Los Angeles, San Fran­ 
cisco and San Diego. 
However, despite the ob­ 
vious demand, the En vi­ 
ronm ental Protection 
Agency estimates that one- 
third of what Americans 
discard as trash is paper 
that could be profitably 
recycled 


If you’re interested in 
some paper profits, the 
first place to look la in the 
Y e llo w Pag es under 
“ Waste Paper.” 
“ A dealer w ill be able to 
quote accurate prices be­ 
ing paid for okl newspapers 
in your area,” Barile said, 
“ and can offer further as­ 
sistance in organizing a 
drive, such as providing a 
large bin or truck for the 
collected paper. He may 
also provide promotional 
m aterial to help increase 
participation by local 
residents.” 
Current prices for new­ 
spaper and corrugated 
boxes in Southern Califor­ 
nia are about $30 a ton, ac­ 
cording to a spot check of 
dealers. Here are some 
tips for those interested in 
getting some of that 
money: 
—Newspapers and boxes 
should be kept dry and 
clean. Contaminants such 
as magazines, clothes 
hangers, plastic bags and 
other refuse w ill reduce 
the value of your trash 
. —The dealer w ill bale 
the newspapers or boxes 
for you, but they should be 
sUcked neatly. The less 
work the dealer has to do, 
the more money he 11 pay. 
—D ealers w ill some­ 
times install baling equip­ 
ment free of charge for 
companies that have a 
large supply of waste 
paper. Com panies with 
large amounts of IBM 
cards or Ub cards can get 
as much as $75 a ton for 
them.

PASADENA (AP) — The seven-foot-high bell peppers 
stand as tall evidence that even though he doesn’t have his g| 
sight, Aaron Keith can lay claim to a mighty green “ 
thumb. 
The 49-year-old Pasadena man, who is totally blind, 
spent a year and a half cleaning up a 75-by-25-foot patch of 
land behind his home, with the aid of his wife, Margaret, 
46, who is partially blind. 
“I’d had an apricot tree, a grapefruit tree and a lemon 
tree that all died on me. I’d given up,” Keith said. “But 
after I cleared out the rocks, nails and glass, I planted 17 
fruit trees and they look beautiful.” 
Keith said his cleanup operation was slowly and 
carefully accomplished by hand, with the aid of a piece of 
wire used to gather up the scattered obstacles. 
When he plants and fertilizes the crops. Mrs. Keith said, 
her husband compensates for his lack of sight by feeling 
for the furrows.

However, 
don’t expect the size and quality of the fruit or nuts to re­ 
main the same. This information comes from a free new 
University of California publication titled “Saving Water 
in Home Orchards.” 
The leaflet, written by James Beutel, Cooperative Ex­ 
tension pomologist, tells how much water fruit and nut 
trees use. how to apply water, and gives the crucial 
periods when soil moisture is most needed. This leaflet,

According to Beutel, deciduous fruit and nut trees need 
some available soil moisture from bloom until harvest in 
order to produce good yields. After harvest, though — 
August, September and later in the fall — these trees can 
survive on a minimum of soil moisture without injury or 
reduction of the next year's crop.

Q —1 have an old bureau 
that 1 picked up at a cheap 
price from a second-hand 
store. While the finish, ap­ 
parently varnish, seems in 
good condition, it is badly 
in need of a cleaning. I 
recall reading somewhere 
that furniture could be 
cleaned with soap and 
water, but before 1 start, 1 
want to be sure that my 
memory is correct. Can a 
piece of old furniture be 
washed this way to re­ 
move dirt and grime? 
A.—Yes, if it is done 
carefully. This means wip­ 
ing with a cloth dipped in a 
mixture of water and a 
mild soap and i m ­ 
mediately rinsing off the 
mixture with clear water 
Don’t saturate the cloth, 
just keep it moderately 
wet. In wiping, be very 
careful that none of the 
water gets near or into any 
of the joints All this is 
predicated on the fact that 
the finish, as you think, is 
varnish. If it should be 
shellac, the water might 
cause the finish to develop 
white spots. Better try 
• first on a small, incon­ 
spicuous area, 


Q — Some years ago 1 
visited a friend whose 
\ patio had the impressions 
of leaves in the concrete. I 
since have moved away 
from the city where my 
friend lived without having 
learned how this efiect was 
created 
I now want to 
build a patio of my own and 
would like to make similar 
designs in the concrete. 
Can you tell me how this is 
done? 


A - The same way any 
impression is made in con­ 
crete — by imbedding the 
object in tin* wet mixture 
after it has been troweled 
Just be certain that each 
| leaf rests far enough in the 
concrete to make an im­ 
pression, but not so deeply 
that it cannot be removed 
after the coocrete has set 
Don't let any of the mix­ 
ture get on top of the 
leaves or the removal will 
become difficult and mes 
•y. 


Q. -One of our outside 
wall faucets has developed 
a small opening between 
the metal and the house. 
What should be used to fill 
the gap? 
A.—A caulking com­ 
pound, First, clean the 
area of any loose bits of old 
filler material. Squeeze the 
compound around and 
behind the faucet flange. If 
you use a latek caulk, it 
can be applied even if the 
surface is slightly damp. 
Q. —I want to install 
some insulation myself and 
intend to use the fiber glass 
type What’s the difference 
between blankets and bal­ 
ls?* And what can you tell 
me about the kinds of loose 
till? 
A.-The blankets are 
rolls of insulation, with or 
without vapor barriers. 
The batts are similar to 
blankets, except that they 
are cut into 4-foot and 8- 
foot lengths» Pouring wool 
is loose insulation usually 
meant to be poured into at­ 
tic floors. Blowing wool is 
loose Insulation for ap­ 
plication by a contractor, 
who uses his pneumatic 
equipment for the job. In 
an unobstructed attic 
space without flooring, you 
can use batts, which are 
simply laid in place 
without stapling. Loose fill 
insulation usually is used 
when access to the attic is 
difficult or if it has a floor, 
in which case it is blown 
into the attic through flexi­ 
ble tubing. 


Q — I'm enclosing an 
unheatcd crawl space on 
all four sides. How big 
should the vents he? I’m 
putting one on each side 
A — Each vent should be 
one square foot for each 
150 square feet of crawl 
space area. This basic 
minimum size should be in­ 
creased if the vents are to 
be protected by screens or 
rain louvers.
